She is a “white” Russian and is xvegistered as such 
with the local Russian Emigrants’ Committee, by whom she is 
favourably regarded. __ A dressmaker by profession, Miss 
Vershinin follows this trade in a private capacity, concurrent 
ay acting as managerees of the “Cosy Corner” Bar, 18/20 Rue 
Chu Fao San, French Concession, where she is at present 
living. The owner of this Bar is one S.-M. Palitzer, a ; 
Serbien, with whom Miss Vershinin has been co-habiting for a 
number of years. 


Mias Vershinin has a fair emout of money of her om, 
and her reasons for desiring to leave Shanghai are in order 
to better herself financially and socially and to regain her 
health which has suffered considerably during her stay in this 
city. She has a number of friends end relatives in Belgrade, 
the capital of Yugo-slevia and it is her intention to open a 
ladies® dresemaking salon after arrival there. 

She is not known to indulge in political activties ef 
any kind. 

Michael Alexandrovich, an woemplcyed Russian seamen 
ef no fixed abode, has, in the past, made several trips to. 
Burope as a member of the crew of variecus veswels. He is on 
accomplished linguist, speaking many tongues, ed his cennsct= 
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ion with Miss Vershinin is merely that of an interpreter. 
He accompanied this lady to the Italian Consulate-General when 
the latter made her application for the necessary transit visa, 
and acted as an interpreter for her. At the same time he also 
applied for a visa, as apparently in a moment of weakness, _the 
lady had previously promised to pay Alexandrovich’s passage to 
Yugo-slavia, provided that he acted as her interpreter in the 
various countries through which they passed and assisted her _—- 
in her projected business enterprise in Belgrade. However, 
Miss Vershinin regrets heaving made this promise and there 
appears to be some doubt now as to whetfer she will pay for his _ 
passage. He is in poor circumstances and met Hiss Vershinin 
at the "Cosy Corner® Bar where he is known for his linguistic 
abilities and it was there that his services to act as an 
interpreter were accepted. 

He has no means of his own and his trip is contingent
